This zeal at prayer 
and at devoting oneself to God for 
the sake of the unity of the Church 
is something that religious, both 
men and women, should regard as 
very specially their own since they 
are bound in a special way to 
adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament, and they have, by 
virtue of the vows they have 
pronounced, become a kind of 
crown set around it here on earth."

Reflection 

■ How are you a vessel of Jesus, “a 

living stone?” 

■ What are the greater works that 

those who believe in Jesus do? 

■ How are you a “spiritual house, a 

holy priesthood?” 

The “return” is the end beyond all ends, and 
the beginning of beginnings. To “return to 
the Father” is not to “go back” in time, to roll 
up the scroll of history, or to reverse 
anything. It is a going forward, a going 
beyond, for merely to retrace one’s steps 
would be a vanity on top of vanity, a renewal 
of the same absurdity in reverse. Our destiny 
is to go on beyond everything, to leave 
everything, to press forward to the End and 
find in the End our Beginning, the ever-new 
beginning that has no end. To obey Him on 
the way, in order to reach Him in whom I 
have begun, who is the key and the end - 
because he is the beginning.
